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Highlights 


THE  MORNING  READING 

The  Book  of  Merlyn  is  the  previously  unpublished,  last  chapter  of  T.H.  White's  The 
Once  And  Future  King.    It  was  completed  in  the  early  days  of  World  War  II  when 
White,  torn  by  his  hatred  of  war,  undertook  to  examine  the  issues  of  war  and  peace. 
"I  have  suddenly  discovered  that  .  .  .the  central  theme  of  the  Morte  d' Arthur  is  to 
find  an  antidote  to  war,"  he  wrote.  Sylvia  Townsend  Warner,  the  noted  English 
novelist  and  White's  major  biographer,  describers  Merlyn  as  White's  mouthpiece 
for  spleen,  venting  his  fury  against  the  human  race  who  make  war  and  glorify  it. 

The  tale  bagins  with  an  aged  and  weary  King  Arthur  sitting  alone  in  his  tent  at 
Salisbury,  awaiting  his  last  battle.   His  childhood  mentor  Merlyn  enters  to  give 
Arthur  one  last  lesson  on  life,  and  the  King  is  whisked  away  to  the  Badger's  Sett 
to  meet  again  with  the  animal  council  to  which  Merlyn  had  introduced  him  as  a  boy. 

Merlyn,  a  formidable  if  somewhat  muddled  personage  who  can  transform  himself 
and  vanish  at  will,  intends  to  show  Arthur  what  can  be  learned  from  animals  about 
the  abolition  of  war. 

"Even  in  addressing  the  profound  issues  of  war  and  peace,  The  Book  of  Merlyn 
retains  the  life  and  sparkle  for  which  White  is  known." 

"White  sent  The  Book  of  Merlyn  to  his  London  publisher  in  1941.  World  War  II 
and  the  attendant  disruptions  and  paper  shortages,  as  well  as  the  intensity  of  the 
antiwar  feeling  White  expresses,  all  contributed  to  the  decision  not  to  publish  the 
book  at  that  time."  The  book  against  war  became  a  casualty  of  war. 

Texas  Press  discovered  the  manuscript  in  the  Archives  of  the  Humanities  Research 
Center  at  the  University  of  Texas  at  Austin  in  1975.

NEW  FROM  CULTURAL  AFFAIRS:  "IN  THE  WINGS"  WITH  JOHN  MEDICI

The  program  will  air  as  an  alternating  feature  of  Kulchur,  KPFK's  daily  coverage  of 
the  living  arts  in  Southern  California. 

John  Medici  has  been  a  professional  actor  for  over  ten  years  and  presently  works 
in  television  and  theatre  in  L.A.  Originally  from  New  York,  he  now  teaches  acting 
at  Santa  Monica  City  College  and  has  previously  taught  at  the  American  Academy 
of  Dramatic  Arts  in  New  York  and  Pasadena,  and  at  the  Goodman  Theatre  School 
in  Chicago. 


SOVIET  LIVES  WITH  WILLIAM  MANDEL 

William  Mandel  has  broadcast  Soviet  Press  and  Periodicals  on  Paclfica's  KPFA  in 
Berkeley  for  many  years.

Thanks  to  a  remarkable  performance  by  Alain  Delon,  Joseph  Losey's  "Mr 
Klein,"  a  seemingly  cold  and  dispassionate  story  of  the  Nazi  occupation 
of  Paris,  emerges  as  a  noteworthy  allegorical  thriller. 

Stimulated  by  Marcel  Ophuls'  "The  Sorrow  and  the  Pity"  in  1972,  French 
filmmakers  began  looking  back  to  the  German  occupation  and  to  see-and 
portray— their  countrymen  in  other  than  Resistance-hero  terms,  with  em- 
phasis on  the  anti-Semitism  that  matched  and,  in  instances,  exceeded  that 
of  the  Nazis.   Such  1974  films  as  "Lacombe,  Lucien,"  "Les  Violins  du  Bal" 
and  "Black  Thursday"  enjoyed  acclaim  and  popularity  both  at  home  and 
here. 

Losey,  an  American  based  in  England,  made  "Mr.  Klein"  in  1975.   It  was 
released  in  France  last  year  and  won  the  French  film  academy's  Oscars  for 
best  film,  best  director  and  best  art  direction.   How  the  French  overlooked 
Delon's  performance  is  a  puzzlement. 

The  screenplay  by  Franco  Solinas,  who  also  wrote  "The  Battle  of  Algiers," 
considers  the  opposite  side  of  the  social  coin  of  Louis  Malle's  "Lacombe 
Lucien,"  whose  protagonist  was  an  ignorant  17-year-old  peasant  collabora- 
tionist.  Solinas'  and  Delon's  Robert  Klein  is  of  the  haute  bourgeosie,  a 
wealthy  dealer  in  antiques  and  paintings  who  is  cultivated,  charming  and 
cold-blooded. 

He  is  much  too  civilized  to  be  an  active  supporter  of  the  Nazis,  though  he 
does  find  the  anti-Semitic  sketches  in  a  cabaret  revue  amusing  and  buys 
objects  d'art  at  rock-bottom  prices  from  Jews  fleeing  the  country. 

It  is  at  the  end  of  one  such  transaction  that  Klein  discovers  a  Jewish  news- 
paper lying  at  his  front  door.   It  does  not  belong  to  his  visitor:  it  is  indeed 
addressed  to  "Robert  Klein. "  smugly,  Klein  goes  to  the  police,  whose 
Commission  for  Jewish  Affairs  has  a  list  of  subscribers.    "No  one  would  play 
that  sort  of  joke  on  me"  he  assures  the  officials;  his  family,  after  all,  has 
been,  as  his  father  puts  it,  "French  and  Catholic  since  Louis  XI V. " 

There  is,  the  list  discloses,  another  Robert  Klein  in  another  part  of  Paris. 
Uneasy,  unable  to  let  the  matter  rest,  Klein  decides  to  look  him  up.  His 
path  crosses  that  of  the  now-curious  police  as  he  attempts  to  play  detec- 
tive in  pursuit  of  the  other  Klein,  an  elusive  and  increasingly  mysterious 
figure  who,  he  learns,  is  not  only  a  Jew  but  also  an  active  anti-Nazi.  And 
suddenly  we  are  involved  in  a  double  pursuit,  a  race  against  time,  a  chase  of 
the  unseen  and  unknown  amid  actual  menace. 

As  he  did  so  remarkably  in  such  films  as  "The  Servent"  and  "The  Go- 
Between  "  L  osey  assumes  a  seemingly  leisurely  pace  as  the  psychological 
tensions  mount.   He  fills  the  screen  with  a  rich  detailing  of  set  and  scene, 
capturing  the  growing  coolness  of  Klein's  friends,  the  suspicions  that  are 
nurtured  on  both  sides,  the  growing  panic  of  a  self-confident  man  in  a 
situation  beyond  his  control   And  he  paints  a  vivid  portrait  of  upper- 
crust  society  in  Paris  in  1942,  noting  its  rot  and  self-destruction  in  its 
bigotries,  its  self-preoccupation  and  inhumanity. 

But  it  is  Delon,  in  his  most  mature  performance,  who  carries  the  film  in 
his  refusal  to  deviate  for  a  moment  from  the  cool  confidence  of  his  charac- 
ter.   The  performance  is  an  internal  one,  with  never  a  flicker  for  a  pity  or  an 
appeal  to  sympathy. 

Imperious  to  the  end,  his  Klein  is  a  man  obsessed  pursuing  his  nemesis  as 
the  precariousness  of  his  own  situation  mounts.    "I  am  a  Frenchman,  and  I 
believe  in  institutions,"  he  declares,  with  only  a  tinge  of  irony  as  the  police 
turn  to  Gestapo  tactics  with  gusto.   His  is  an  exquisite  performance,  remark- 
able indeed  from  one  who,  much  in  the  fashion  of  Robert  Taylor— whom 
he  resembles  in  his  handsomeness -started  as  a  pretty-boy  and  has  grown 
into  a  fine  actor. 

There  are  other  very  good  performances  from  Juliet  Berto,  as  the  mistress 
who  develops  an  aversion  for  her  lover  as  she  matures:  Jeanne  Moreau,  as 
an  aristocrat  who  is  a  seeming  link  to  the  other  Klein;  Michel  Lonsdale,  as 
the  lawyer  whose  devotion  may  or  may  not  be  what  it  seems. 

Losey  is  not  above  a  touch  of  the  surreal,  a  bit  of  the  inexplicable  that 
does  surround  us  or  a  stretch  to  impossible  coincidence.    Those  who  want 
their  thrillers  neat  and  tidy  will  be  uneasy  and  in  a  sense,  frustrated. 

But  the  concern  of  the  film  lies  above  the  thrill  and  in  the  painful  truths 
about  the  indifferent,  the  callous  and,  above  all.  those  who  think  them- 
selves secure  in  a  world  gone  mad. 

The  film  has  no  MPAA  rating.  It  is  for  those  mature  enough  to  learn  a 
lesson  from  the  past.
